Historian Sees 
Catastrophy In 
Munich Agreement 


It is not an exaggeration to say 


that the Munich Agreement is an 
historical catastrophe of which 
the results will become more and 
more pronounced as time goes on, 
Dr. Lobanov-Rostovsky told an 
audience which assembled at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles to hear him deliver the 
first of a series of lectures spon- 
sored by the University Affiliates. 

Dr. Lobanov-Rostovsky, an his- 
torian of note, is a member of an 
ancient Russian family whose 
members were important for gen- 
erations in Russian diplomatic 
life. A member of the Guards 
regiment of the Imperial Russian 
army, he fought throughout the 
World War, first with the Rus- 
sian army, and later with the 
French forces. 

“The importance of the Munich 
Agreement lies i nthe definite 
recognition by the western dem- 
ocracies of German supremacy in 
central and eastern Europe and 
the equally definite acknowledge- 
ment by them of the present mili- 
tary superiority of Germany”, 
said Dr. Lobanov-Rostovsky in a 
lecture titled: The Struggle for 
Power in Central Europe. 

“It also marks the lineup of all 
the small states of central and 
eastern Europe with Hitler and 
the complete breakdown of Fran- 
ce’s carefully built system of en- 
circling Germany. He has won 
over Poland, destroyed Czechoslo- 
vakia, and brought Jugoslavia 
under his hold. At the same time 
the Franco-Soviet Alliance has 
been nullified. With Russia isola- 
ted, France weakened and sup- 
ported only by an England turn- 
ing to Germany, Hitler has a free 
road to carry out his program as 
announced in “Mein Kampf.’”

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Hints Given On 
Roastiug Turkey 


Hints for housewives who are 
wondering how best to cook their 
Thanksgiving turkeys were offer- 
ed today by Louise C. Struve, 


head of the division af Home Ec- 
onomics on the Davis campus of 
the University of California. 
According to Miss Struve, many 
turkeys are ruined by housewives 
who lack knowledge of the best 
methods of cooking them, Even 
the poorer grades may be delici- 
ous if well-cooked, she says, but 
it is wise to select the better 
grades which have been dressed 
scientifically, packed and frozen | 
hard. Birds which are drawn im- 
mediately after killing seem to be | 
superior in flavor to those not | 
drawn. | 
Furthermore, water should not | 
be allowed to touch the inside of | 
the bird. Thus, all the cleaning of | 
the outside of the skin should be | 
done before the bird is drawn. 
Dressing adds much to the fla- |

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New Nut Cracker 
Shatters Shell 
From Inside 


Blowing the shell from the ker- 
nel by means of explosive gas in- 


troduced into the nut, a nutcrack- | 


er has been devised on the Davis 
campus of the University of Cal- 
ifornia by the agricultural  divi- 
sion of the College of Agriculture. 
Announcing the perfection of the 
machine, Dr. C. B. Hutchison, 
dean of the college, points out 
that an entirely new principle is 


employed, by breaking the shell | 


from within rather than crushing 
it from the outside. 


The nuts are fed into the ma-| 


chine and run between two rub- 
ber-faced belts over a circular 
saw which cuts a slot in the shell. 
They are then conveyed over gas 
jets contained in a guide rib which 
fits into the aperture cut in the 
shell and the space between the 
nut meat and the shell is filled 
with an explosive mixture. At the 
end of the conveyor line, the nuts 
drop through a circular burner 
which ignites the gas and blows 
the shell away from the kernels. 
The nut meats drop vertically in- 
to one container, while a_ larger 
one surrounding it catches the 
pieces of shell. 

The machine has a capacity of 
$00 pounds of whole walnuts per 
hour. The nut meats are 60 per 
cent whole or in halves, with few 
small pieces in the remaining 40 
per cent. Formerly nuts were 
cracked between blocks and the 
meats were separated by hand la- 
bor. This was slow and expensive 
and a high per centage of the 
meats were broken. The Califor- 
nia Walnut Growers’ Association 
which cracks several millions of 


pounds of walnuts each year, re- | 


quested the University to work 
out its problem, and the Internal 
Combustion Nut Cracker is the 
result. It is being patented by the 
University. to be turned over to 
the walnut industry of the state.
